John Siegle Fatally Hurt; 


Thrown from Motorcycle, 


Descending a Steep Hill 


John Siegle. aged 26, son of the 


late Mr. and Mrs. Charles Siegle, re- 
Biding at No. 6, Second and Spring 
stieets, met with an accident on the 
Linnville road last evening while rid- 
ing his motorcycle, which later re- 
sulted in his death at the 
Newark 


Sanitarium. 


Mr. Siegle was employed by the 


Holler Plumbing 
company, 
whose 


shop is located 
in 
South 
Fourth 


street, and after completing his day's 
labor, went for a spin in the coun- 
try. 
He had an exceptionally fast 


machine and was known to 
have 


made record time in several country 
runs. 
The young man was returning to 


this city on the Linnville pike and 
according to eye witnesses was going 
at a very fast clip when he hit the 
top of the hill near 
the 
Wllkins 


home, about three miles south of 
this city. According to eye witnesses 
he lost control of the machine lust 
as he started down the hill as the 
machine was seen to wobble. 
He 


must have struck an obstruction of 
some kind for he was hardly half 
way down the hill when 
he 
was 


thrown from the machine, nliffhtins; 
on his head and left side. 
A num- 


ber of people in the vicinity hasten- 
ed to the unfortunate young man and 
carried him to the aide of the road 


and a call was sent tor the 
Criss 


Brothers ambulance which made a 
fast run to the scene of the accident. 
Mr. Siegle was taken to the Sanitar- 
ium where his injuries were dressed 
but it was seen that he could 
not 


survive and he lingered until 12:30 
o'clock this morning when he died 
without having regained 
conscious- 


ness. 
His injuries consisted of con- 


cussion of the brain, a deep cut over 
the left eye, a cut in the eye, and 
body bruises on the left side. 


John Siegle was well known and 


had a large circle of friends. 
He 


was a favorite with all who

him and was considered one of the 
best motorcycle riders in the city. He 
was of a jovial disposition and had 
endeared himself to all

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Lusitania Was Not Armed, Nor Was 


She Fitted as a Transport, the Court 


Of Inquiry Is Told This Morning

tania was not armed and she never 
was titled out as a transport," was 
one ot the icmarks made by Sir Ed- 
ward Carson, attorney general in the 
new cabinet, in addressing the court 
this morning at the opening ot the 
board ot trade inquiry into the loss 
ot the Cunard liner which was sent 
to the bottom ott the south coast ot 
Ireland, iMay 7, by a German s=ub- 
maiine, with a loss ot over 1100 
lives. 


Attorney 
General 
Carson 
and 


Fiederick E Smith, represented the 
board of tiade, while the Cunard Co. 
and the passengers ot the Lu&itania, 
including the late Alfred G Vander- 
bilt, all were represented by coun- 
sel.It was noted w uh interest that al- 
most bimultancoubly with the open- 
ing of the investigation news was re- 
ceived ot the finding ot two more 
bodies near

Neither was identitied.

Chicago, Ills., June 15.—A burst 


of real June sunshine cheered the 
army of Chicagoans who 
went

their occupations today in automo- 
biles, vans, deliveiy wagons and on 
foot. 


The suburban service of the street 


railways upon which unprecedented 
burden was thrust by the street car 
strike yesterday, provided more ac- 
commodations today and the carnival 
spirit which was not crushed by the 
cold drizzling ram of yesterday was 
still in evidence. 


At the Gross Park station of the 


Chicago and Northwestern a 
large 


crowd which had been unable to ob- 
tain a foothold on earlier trains, or 
,even to buy tickets, broke through 
a barbed wire fence onto the station 
plattorm and swarmed on the train. 
Thirty men found seats on the coal 
tender, and ten more in the engine 
cab. on the running boards and cow- 
catcher. It was all done good natur- 
edly and accepted by the train crew 
,ln the same humor. 
All of these 


trains except the earliest one, were 
thus overcrowded. 


Elevated trains at the northern 


and southern terminals started out 
at nine o'clock with detectives but 
lew pasbengers aboard. 
It was stat- 


ed that an attempt to maintain a 
.fifteen minute schedule would not be 
made until nightfall. 
No disorder 


attended the starting of the trains. 


No attempts to run surface cars 


were made early, nor were any prom- 
ised 
Strikers 
congregated in an 


orderly manner at the barns and ter- 
minals. At one of the terminals on 
the north side, "Jitnev" busses were 
numerous and well patronized. 


In Milwaukee avenue which runs 


through a congested district, there 
were several 
fights 
among 
men 


crowding to get into the "jitneys" or 
pther vehicles, but none was seri- 
ous.

ENGLISHMAN SAYS 


AMERICANS DON'T 


PLAY BASEBALL 


By Samuel Wesley Long. 


The transhooter has no quarrel with 


Itase ball, for practically every trap- 
shooter Is an enthusiastic base ball 
fan, and many players whose names 
are depended upon to fill the grand 
stands and bleachers are gun bugs. 


Included with the followers of the 


trap game are "Chief" Bender, Walter 
Johnson, "Home-Run" Baker, J. Hans 
Wagner, Ty Cobb, Harry Davis, Ma- 
thewson and a host of others. Tho 
players named are all active trap- 
shooters. A recent canvass of every, 
player of note showed that forty-nlno 
out of every fifty owned shotguns- 
some of the players being the owners 
of more than one gun, while several 
had equipments of five guns and ono 
boasted of seven guns. 
Further, all 


claimed that shooting was their fa- 
vorite sport. 


As to the fans, a monthly sporting 


magazine, devoted 
largely 
to base 


ball, found that more than 70 per cent 
of its readers owned shotguns, and a 
weekly publication in the same field 
stated that 87 per cent of its readers, 
in response to inquiry, had reported 
the ownership of guns. 


While it Is not claimed that every 


gtm owner is a trapshooter, It Is 
nevertheless true that all are Inter 
ested in trapshooting 
from a very 


personal standpoint because of famil- 
iarity with the shotgun, the principal 
accessory of the sport. 


Getting back to the question: "What 


Is the national sport?" the claim of 
base ball to this distinction is chal- 
lenged by trapshooting, for, as an 
Englishman put it: "You Americans 
don't play base ball; you watch it be- 
ing played." 


The Britisher was right, for base 


ball, in anything like perfect form, is 
played by comparatively few men. Of 
course there are hundreds of thou- 
sands of boys who play base ball, but 
the type Of base ball played by Young. 
America must be classed with chil- 
dren's games. The number playing 
cannot fairly be added to the total in 
determining "the national 
sport" 


using adult players, instead of spec- 
tators, as the basis of determination 
of "what is the national sport?" 


The most reliable figures on the 


number of trapshooters show some- 
thing more than half a million men, 
members of or shooting more or less 
regularly at 400fl trapshooting clubs. 


Pennsylvania; leads in the number 


of clubs—atodui' 390. Wilmington has 
the honor of- having the largest wo- 
men's club, the 
Nemours, and the 


largest men's club, the DuPont. 


Due to the fact that trapshooting 


is an amateur sport, absolutely relia- 
ble figures as to the actual number of 
shooters are difficult to obtain; these 
quoted are considered 
conservative. 


The matter has been further compli- 
cated by the Introduction of the hand 
trap—"the portable gun club"—thou- 
sands of which are being sold and 
used 
privately on estates, farms, 


marshes and other places where suf- 
ficient space is available. Every one 
of these hand traps means the mak- 
ing of ten or more trapshooters, and 
While a considerable percentage of 
those who have become followers of 
"the sport alluring," via the hand-trap 
route, will join 
trapshooting clubs, 


others will confine their shooting to 
"home grounds." This is particularly 
true in the case of women. 


No other evidence of the national 


character 
of trapshooting 
and 
its 


right to claim the designation of "the 
national sport" should be necessary 
than the Grand American Handicap. 
This meet, with entry lists of more 
than five hundred shooters, can well 
claim the title of the greatest sport- 
Ing event, for what other sport can 
show anything like an equal number 
of "players?" 


In 
addition to the national 
trap 


meet there are held several sectional 
handicaps with two hundred or more 
shooters toeing the firing line. 


An analysis of the list of popular 


sports sliows six—base ball, football 
and boxing in the class of "spectator" 
sports; 
and 
trapshooting, golf and 


tennis In the "player" class. In each 
section of the list the sports 
are 


named In the order of their import- 
ance. This is on the authority of a 
sporting writer of national reputation. 
And who can question that the analy- 
sis is correct? 


When the fact Is considered that 


there are more than 14,000,000 shot- 
guns in tlie United States, and that 
practically every gun owner is mor« 
or less irKerested In trapshooting as s 
part of the general sport of shooting, 
has not trapshooting a considerable 
claim on "the national sport" crown 
from the 'fan" or "bug" standpoint In 
addition to Its proved claim from Ull 
"player" wigle?

Yeast In Bread. 


In the dough from which bread Is 


made there is a lot of susrnr, which 
contains carbon, hs'dropren and oxygen. 
It Is necessary to ferment tbi>- sug:ir 
to make bread edible, and yea*«t N used 
because it has the power to do this. It 
is made from a plant having this 
quality. Fermenting sugar is equiva 
lent to burning it and there are two 
results. One is the formation of car- 
bonic acid gas. A great deal of this 
gas Is caught in the dough in the form 
of large or small bubbles, and 'some of 
it escapes into the nir. The part that 
cannot escape causes the dough to rise 
and makes the bread light. The holes 
in bread nre the little pockets Which 
held the carbonic acid gas. The effect 
of the bubbles is to lift the body of 
dough so that the bent can penetrate 
readily and bake it properly.—Boston 
Herald.

waiting in ambush without difficulty 
these :brigands have f.red at doctors

The note says an Austrian agent 


who was concealed in the vicinity 
discharged two shots from a revol- 
ver at an observer, who was direct- 
ing a battery of heavy Italian artil- 
lery, but without effect.

Herodotus discredits the story that 
Xerxes also sent irons to brand the 
strait. But the historian does give the 
"noia-Hellenic and blasphemous terms" 
which the scourgers were ordered to 
use: 
"Thou bitter water, this is the 


penalty which our master Inflicts upon 
thee because thou has wronged him 
though he has never wronged thee. 
King Xerxes will cross thee. whether 
thou wilt or not. but thon deservest 
not sacrifice from any man. because 
thou art a treacherous river of salt 
water." 


Bookplate*. 


No book collector should -be without 


a bookplate, nnd a bookplate once In- 
serted in a volume should never be re- 
moved.

Fly Rod For Trout Fishermen. 


Rods of split bamboo are produced 


by cementing together a number of 
triangular strips split from the whole 
cane to form each joint; the rod of 
six strips is the choice of most anglers. 
Weight for weight—and, of course, 
within reason, the lighter the rod the 
better—split bamboo rods are stronger 
and have more casting power and bet- 
ter action than rods of any other ma- 
terial. 
Very properly conceding that 


the choice of a fly rod is practically 
limited to the rod of split bamboo, you 
cannot go far wrong in selecting one 
nine feet in length. Such a rod for the 
light work of our average trout streams 
should not weigh over five and a quar- 
ter ounces. 


Any rod seriously worth considera- 


tion has snake guides, german silver 
reel seat and ferrules and a solid cork 
hand grasp. 


It is very well when making your 


selection to try out several rods an- 
swering to the above specifications, hi 
order to avoid, if possible, getting 
a rod that is either too stiff or too 
flexible.—Outing. 


Strength In Mellowness. 


The stems of bamboos, grasses, 


wheat and oats are hollow, although 
they grow to great heights in com- 
parison to their thickness. It might 
naturally be supposed that to gain 
strength as they grew the stems ought 
to be solid at the base, but it is not so. 
Careful experiments have proved that 
a solid column subject to bending 
strains is no stronger than a hollow 
one. Consequently all iron shafts are 
made hollow, and the steel 
shafts 


which drive the screws of steamships 
have a hole bored down the center to 
reduce the weight But this does not 
reduce the strength. The thickness of 
the branches of trees is in proportion 
to the weight to be borne. 
Horizontal 


branches, such as those of the cedar 
and elm, are much thicker than the 
almost vertical branches of the poplar. 
The average natural factor in break- 
ing is about one in ten. exclusive of 
wind pressure, and engineers employ 
a factor of six In building with timber. 


Canes at the National Museum. 


A collection of canes made of practi- 


cally every kind of suitable material 
and 
representing 
forty-five 
foreign 


countries, as well as twenty-one states 
of the Union, forms one of the most 
interesting exhibits at the National mu- 
seum at Washington. Forty different 
kinds of wooden canes are on exhibi 
tion, as well as canes made of Ivory, 
bone, horn. skin, paper, tin, wire and 
other substances. 
In this collection 


are many canes that are artistic and 
others that are merely curious In 
shape, as well as some made for emer- 
gency uses. Among the latter are a 
sketching cane with drawing materials 
stored in the handle, a number equip- 
ped with match safes, mountain climb- 
tog canes with sharp spiked ferrules 
nn officer's "swagger stick" and sword 
and gun canes of various types. The 
most interesting feature of the ex- 
hibit perhaps is the historical element 
—Popular Mechanics.

SIGNERS OF HIGH RANK. 


3om» of the Nation's Father* Were 


Mtn of Wealth and Distinction. 


Among tho incu who pledged tlielr 


lives, their fortune and tbeir sacred 
honor In support of (he principles ojE 
the Declaration of Independence, risk- 
ing all in breathing life into the na- 
tion, were persons of high rank and 
ilistinction. 
Some of them possessed 


fame which passed the boundaries of 
the colonies and was recognized in the 
mother country. 


Stephen Hopkins, whose tremulous 


signature is familiar to every person 
who lias seen tho Declaration, was 
chief Justice of Ithode Island before 
the war, and he was the first abolition- 
ist. He introduced a hill in the colo- 
nial legislature to prohibit the impor- 
tation of slaves and carried out his 
ideas practically by giving freedom to 
all the slaves he owned. Besides all 
this, he was a great mathematician, 
and his name will go down in scien- 
tific history as the observer of the 
transit of Venus in June, 1761. He 
was one of the founders of the Public 
library at Providence, a member of 
the American Philosophical society and 
the founder and patron of the free 
(schools of Providence. 


The trembling of his hand when he 


ligned the Declaration was not due to 
fear—to which he was a stranger—but 
to palsy. He was a sufferer from that 
malady for many years. 


Richard Stockton of New Jersey was 


probably the best known lawyer in 
America. As early as 17G4 he had been

.Tosiah Bart lot t of New Hampshire, 


besides being one of the first members 
of congress to vote for the Declaration 
of Independence, was also the first 
American physician to discover the vir- 
tues of the now universally used drug, 
quinine. He was eminent for his sur- 
gical skill loug before the war broke 
out. 


Philip Livingston of New York was a 


man of great wealth and distinguished 
ancestry, a direct descendant of a re 
gent of Scotland, & lung of the Heb- 
rides and tlie Karl of Livingston, in 
Scotland. His father was the founder 
of Livingston Manor, on the Hudson. 
Philip himself was the most prominent 
merchant of New York city. He was 
the friend and correspondent of Ed- 
mund Burke, and Burke's friendship 
for America and defense of her cause 
were due to Livingston's lucid explana- 
tions.
